British troops along the extreme northern line in Pic­ 
ardy are advancing rapidly. The attack in the Albert reg­ 
ion was continued early today and this morning the vil­ 
lage of Henin was reached, on the Cojeul river, 5 miles 
southeast of Arras. 
The British also have advanced further south to the 
outskirts of St. Beger, keystone to the German positions 
between Arras and the Somme. The Germans have been 
forced to give up several towns just north of Bapaume, 
while the British are reported to be operating just west 
of that place. 
Noyon is expected to fall shortly and the capture of 
Braye has been reported. 
14 ,000 Priso ners Since Wednesda y . 
The official statement says that in the fighting since 
Wednesday, when the drive began in this sector, the B rit­ 
ish have taken more than 14,000 prisoners. The statement 
says that unofficial reports declare that whole batteries 
of German guns have been taken. 
South of the Somme and between the Oise and the 
Aisne, artillery duels are reported. 
French patrols, operating in Lorraine, have penetrat­ 
ed the German trenches at many points. 
The British Thir 1 end Fourth armies are fighting ov­ 
er the old battle fields * 
the Somme and are making m ark­ 
ed progress. The fight’ ig resembles the intense first days 
of the drive in 19 16. 
To Retrea t Fro m Vesle? 
Fires are reported to be burning behind the German 
positions north of the Vesle river and it is believed the en­ 
emy is preparing for a retirem ent there. 
Infantry and 
transports have been observed moving north from the 
Vesle for the past few days. American and French pres­ 
sure on this front continues. The Americans have gained 
more ground at Fismes in local action. 
Who le German Line Wa v ering . 
The sixth week of Marshal Foch’s offensive has begun 
auspiciously, with the German lines from A rras to Sois­ 
sons, wavering under the allied blows, and unable to re­ 
tire without inviting disaster. 
In the last week 20,000 more prisoners, not counting 
Friday’s captures, were taken. More than fifty towns ami 
villages have been retaken by the allies, who are pressing 
on steadily. 
The sinking of three American vessels in foreign wa­ 
ters by submarines was announced by the navy depart­ 
ment in Washington last night. 


With the British ArmyTAug. 24.—Braye is reported 
captured by the British. Several thousand prisoners have 
passed through* the cages behind General Byng’s third 
army. 
No effort to count the guns captured has been 
made up to this time. 


The British were smashing through the German posi­ 
tions this morning all along the line. They had reached 
the high ground southwest of Fricourt and passed well 
beyond Happy Valley.

Forty Du tch ship s, totaling ab ou t 100,000 tons, hav e b een ly ing idle in 


harb ors of the Du tch East Indies, in Jav a and Su matra. 
A su gar crop of 


5 0,000 to 100,000 tons has b een tied u p for lack of ship s in those same 


islands. 
There are other cargoes su ch as tin and q u inine, greatly needed 


In this cou ntry , that hav e b een waiting some kind of arrangement for trans­ 


p ortation. 


Now that an informal agreement has b een reached b etween the two 


cou ntries, the ship s will b egin to mov e, and there shou ld soon b e a little 


more av ailab le su gar in this p art of the world. 
The United States will take 


all the su gar the Du tch can ship u s. 
In retu rn we will send them whatev er 


normal ex p orts are p ermitted b y the allied war p rogram. 


Ev ery little help s. 
Ship s are b eing b u ilt at an amazing rate b oth in 


England and in America. 
Nev ertheless, ev ery ton of ship p ing that can b e 


made av ailab le b y releasing war-b ou nd fleets is needed. 
The release of the 


Du tch ship s is cheering and gratify ing. 


The new-made agreement with Sweden, b y which the allies are to get 


ship s and ore and in retu rn giv e goods that are necessary to Sweden’s eco­ 


nomic life, will help a lot in giv ing u s the materials with which to defeat 


Germany . 
Carefu l safegu ards are in the agreement against the sending to 


Germany of any of the things the allies send to Sweden or of any similar 


goods that may b e home p rodu cts in Sweden. 
Of cou rse there may b e leaks 


into Germany , b u t it is to the Swedish gov ernment’s interest to hold strictly 


to the p romises which the Swedish side of the agreement makes, in order 


that the p act b e not nu llified and the stream of necessary things from allied 


nations b e shu t off. 
It may b e that Germany will seek in v ariou s way s to 


make Sweden su ffer for this treaty . 
Bu t her rights hav e not b een held 


inv iolab le b y Germany u p to this time. 
It is certain that Sweden has more 


to gain b y holding to the treaty than b y doing any thing to b ring ab ou t its 


ab rogation. 


PUBLICITY AND FRIENDSHIP. 


The United States committee on p u b lic information has an office in 


Chile. 
Throu gh the p ress of that cou ntry it is working for more comp lete 


u nderstanding of ou r growing need of each other, for coop eration in inter­ 


national affairs, b oth now and after the war. 


An editorial in a leading Chilean p ap er welcomes this United States 


p u b licity b u reau . 
It sp eaks of the significant friendship ex irting b etween 


the two gov ernments. 
Then it say s: 


“The p eop le of the United States cou ld not hav e chosen a b etter med­ 


iu m than the p u b lic p ress of Chile for a direct ap p eal to the p eop le. 
In this 


stru ggle of p eop le against au tocracy its p rop er ap p eal is to the hu man con­ 


science. 


The p rincip les which the allies defend are ideals which concern all 


indiv idu als, the same as all nations, and all races b ecau se they are essen­ 


tially hu man. These p rincip les are necessary to all nations, for any cou ntry 


which will tramp le one nation, as Belgiu m was tramp led, will tramp le all. 


It is also necessary that a b etter u nderstanding ex ist b etween the p eop le of 


Sou th and North America. 
The Eu rop ean war redu ced these cou ntries to 


closer dep endence, the necessity of food interchange, the financial coop era­ 


tion and ship ment of raw materials for m anu factu re.” 


This welcome is in itself an assu rance that the friendship and good 


will are already there.
